GERMANY'S ECONOMIC] 


SITUATION 


By A Berlin correapondent. 


The searefty of gold and foreign 
currency are sald: to have forced 
Germany to further curtuilments of 
her imports. , In view of the most 
remirkable revival of her interfor 
economic Ife the downward trend 
of Germany's foreign trade seems 
rather a puzzle, It was not at all 
bewildering, therefore, that 
rumours frequently circulating. 
spoke about a  mnke-up -of the 
toreiyn trade statistics and pro- 
forma tmport restrictions in order 
to strengthen’ Germany's poaltion 
at the Transfer Conterence. In 
reality Germany is in frreat need 
of raw materials and could not 
very well. risk a shortage which 
would immediately affect the rising 
volume. of her industrial production, 


‘thus endangering the whole of her, 


The assertion 
restricting her 
her position at 


economic — revival. 
that Germany = is 
imports to improve 
conferences With her creditors. is, 
therefore, untenable. [t is, on the 
contrary, a rather awlhward ‘situn- 
tion for the country that the 
ndverse balance of her foreign 
trade and the dwindling stocky of 
the Refehsbank’s foreign currency 
holdings do not even admit the 
most urgent imports of wool, cotton 
and copper, ‘Che value of gold and 
foreugn currency at the dispesition 
of the Reichsbank fell down to only 
4 Httle more than a hundred million 
marks while in April there was 
an adverse balance of Germany's 
foreign trade of more than 82 
million marks. This amount is far. 
too high to “be compensated by 
revenues deriving from shipping, 
railway traffle and other services. 
There being fo other sources for 
obtaining foreign currency the 
German Government is forced to 
cartail her imports.; As soon as 
the foreign currency situation ia 
getting? better again Germany will 
not only be able te résppear, on 
the world's market she will ever 
be forced to do so and increase 
her purchases of raw materials, 
It is up to the creditors of Ger- 
many to help facilitating the 
currency siteation and it is up to: 
all countries. importing articles 
wholly’ or mainly manufactured to 
help stimulate Germany's exports. 
Only then Germany: will be able 


again to reappear on the world's | 


markets with her former consum- 
ing powers adding, stimulus to the 
forthcoming economic revival of 
the world, 

Consideting the upward trend of. 
Germany's interior economic life 
especially the raw material export- 
ing countries of the world ought 
to be interested in supporting the 
foreign. trade balance and facilita- 
ting the financial situation of that 
country. .The quicker Germany 
regains her former export position 
the----quicker-——--she-—--willL-——on- 
the other hand, be able to 
become agnin a great, consumer of 
raw materials, The’ revival of 
Germany's textile industries is, for 
instance, Of greater interest and 
importance, for wool and cotton 
exporting countries. It: must be 
stated that this revival waa’ not 
due to Government's ‘actions and 
state subsidies, on the contrary, it 
can well be asserted that the In- 
crease of the purchasing power 
was the only, cause. During the 
first quarter of. this year the 
turnover of sales in ths German 
textile industries showed an in- 
crease of 11 yer cent, by value 
and 10 p.c. by quantity as compared 
with the sume period in the pre- 
vious -year. Most naturally, also 
the demand for foreign 
mouterials incrensed. During the 
first three months in’ 1933) the 
German textile inilustries imported 
292,200 tons of foreign raw 
materials while in 1934 the same 
period saw 266,600 tons imported. 
Up to the very moment Germany 
had to curtail her imports on ae- 
count of the heavy drop in her 
exports and the — increasing 
transfer difficultica she had atendily 
been enlarging her Imports of 
raw materials, thus helping to 
stimulate the world’s economle 
revival, Especially «copper and 
votton imports—had risen consi- 
derably. . That there-is a discon- 
tinuance ‘in this movement is not 
Germany's “fault. Those countries 
which, in the last year, cut down 
thelr imports of German jroods 
must be made responsible for this 
deplorable fact. : 


The German political und com- 
mercial debt to foreign countrics 
amounted to 1,400 milllon marke in 
1938. The transfer of this aum 
was mado possible by the excess of 
exports amounting to some 700 
million mtrka ind the favourable 
dalanee of Germany's traffle ser- 
vices with a tetal revenue of 300 
million marks, The remaining rest 
of 400 million marks was paid in 
gold.- In 1934 Germany {a supposed 
to transfer about 1,100. million 
marks inorder ta, fulfil her foreign 
debt obligations, This year there will 
be no export surplus, though, and 
the Reichsbank’s stock of gold and 
foreigti currency hay como down to 
almost 100: million marks - Even 
if Russia should mect her obliga- 
tions towards ‘Germany there would

“SPU ATION

By A Berlin” correspondent. 


Tha scarcity of gold and foreign 
currency aro said to have forced 
Germany to further curtallments of 
ther Imports, In viow of the most 
remarkable revival of her interlor 
economic life the downward trend 
of ‘Germany's foreign trade seems 
rather a puzzle. It wns not at all 
bewildering, therefore, -that 
rumours. frequently circulating, 
spoke about o make-up of: the 
forelgn trado statistics and .pro- 
forma ‘import restrictions in. order 
to strengthen Germany’s position 
at the’ Transfer. Conference. - In 
reality Germany is In great need 
of row mtaterfals and could: not 
very well risk a ‘shortage which 
woijld immediately affect the rising 
volume of her industrial production, 
Xhus endangering the whole of her 
economic revival; The assertion 
that Germany 
imports to improve her position at 
conferences with her creditors is, 
therefore, untenable. It is, on the 
contrary, 2 rather awkward situa- 
tlon for the country that the 
adverse balance: of her foreign 
trade and the dwindling stocks of 
the ‘Reichsbank’s foreign currency 
holdings ‘do not even admit the 
most urgent imports of wool, cotton 
and copper. The value of gold and 
foreign ‘currency at the disposition 
ofthe Reichsbank fell down to only 
alittle more-than a hundred million 
marks while in April there was 
an adverse balance of Germany's 
foreign trade of more than 82 
million marks, 
be compensated by 
revenucs. derlving from shipping, 
railway traffic and other services. 
There being no other sources for 
obtaining foreign currency the 
German Government is forced to 
curtail her imports. As soon 2s 
the foreign currency situation is 
getting better again Germany will 
not_only_-be _able_to_reappear_on 
the world’s market, she will even 
be forced to do so and increase 
her purchases of raw materials. 
It_is up to the creditors of Ger- 
many to help facilitating the 
currency. situation and it is up to 
all countries importing articles 
wholly or niainly manufactured to 
help stimulate Germany's exports. 
Only then Germany will be able 
again ‘to reappear on the world's

Unon Germany's decision, to 
enter or not to enter upon the 
| proposed Eastern - Locarno Pact. 
depends the whole future of the 
system of collective action by na- 
tions for the preservation of peace. 
Nothing is clearer than that. 
There may be features of the sys- 
tem that do. not’ at: present com- 
mend themacives to peace-loving 
men and women, There are obvi- 
oun dangers in’ pledges | by any 
group of powers to fake sanctions 
against a hypothetical aggressor in 
Doubts are not 
entirely confined to the borders of 
the Reich. There is, however, ono 
outstanding feature of the Anglo- 
French understandin: which must 
yo far towards allaying fears and 
converting the glimmer of hope 
into a shining ray in the political 
darkness. Tt is almost unanimour- 
ly accepted as A sound solution in 
Britain, France, Italy, Russia, 
Poland and the United States. 
And the importance of this lies not 
so much in the wholeheurted en- 
dorsemant ‘of this particular 
gional’ agreement, but in -‘the 
endorsement {ft impliea of the 
general principle, and in the in- 
dication that nationa are gonuincly 
prepared to pay the premiums of 
insurance and are more honest in 
their will to implement their 
promises of common action against 
fl common danger, The unanimity 
mahifest has been both  surpria- 
ing and encouraging.’ It can no. 
longer be questioned that Europe's 
iniermost desire Is for a 
stabilised pence. The impression 
is given that the nations 
been = waiting — watchful 
nervous, even- rendy to spring 
fo arma — but still = waiting 
earnestly for the harbinger | of 
peace, The form of Locarno Pact 
for the nations of Esatern Europe 
which is to be submitted as tho 
result of the Simon-Barthou con- 
vorsations scoms to have been so 
interpreted, the herald of stability, 
to have furnished the solution 
which has so Jong. been awaited. 
It is-diMcult to offer. any other 
explanation for the striking open- 
arms‘ response. Only .Germany,

It is impossible, 
for Inatanee, to overlook the fact 
that .auch’ agreements are still 
ultimately governed by fear, a 
fonr of consequences, And ngain, 
they do not provide for a situation 
that might easily develop, an in- 
trigue between several signatories 
of such a treaty to act jointly 
ngainst the remainder.

Coming down to realities, what 
kind of yardstick caw be applied 
to this tremendous movement? 
How far do people want to keep 
competition alive? To what ex- 
tent do the Ill effects of {ree com- 
petition balance its benoefita? How 
capably can the authorities «pro- 
tect the ordinary: citizen from 
monopolistic abuses which may 
apring. up under the codes? These 
nre not questions that can he 
anuwered offhand, They need 
a great deal of study. 


FOR THE MAJORITY. 


It is u circumstance 
which must - prove intensely 
aggravating. to those Who ure 
seeking to pull the nation through 
present trinis, that the men im- 
medintely concerned are conduct- 
Ing personal arguments with one 
another and calling cach others’ 
motives into question’ when an 
unbinssed and detailed examina- 
tion of the iasues {s badly needed. 
But in the long run ever a doter- 
mination of the facta will not he 
enough, For in the end the course 
to be taken must dopend on tho 
goal which tho majority wants to 
reach, Evorybody ‘desires - a 
smoother and more efficient !ndua- 
trint life, of course—more jobs, 
highor wagos, botter profita, and 
much less uncertainty. But fow. 
people secm to have figured much 
farther than that.
